Sabbatical Leave 


New Policy Fixed 


Entrance Requirements 
May be Getting Stiffer

Being accepted to CSUS is not as 
easy as it was 10 years ago, and there 
are signs that it will soon be even 
tougher 

Freshmen entering CSUS this fall 
had to have completed two years of 
college preparation mathematics and 
four years of English in high school 
with grades of C or better. These 
requirements were instituted this 
semester, but there is already a 
proposal being discussed by the 
academic senate of all 19 CSU 
campuses which would stiffen de- 
mands on applicants to the university. 

If the proposal ts put into effect, 
future freshmen may need three years 
of math, three years of social sciences, 
two years of lab sciences, one year of 
fine arts, two years of a foreign 
language and a one year elective 
course behind them 

Such requirements would bring 
the CSU system almost rato line with 
the curriculum admission require- 


ments of the University of California 

Jim Warren, CSUS admissions 
Officer, said CSU and UC require- 
ments may one day be the same. He 
does not believe this would have an 
adverse effect on the number of 
applications submitted to the CSU 
“UC programs are going to be more 
research-onented than those offered 
by the CSU. When students are 
eligible for both the UC and CSU, 
they will have to ask themselves 
which program suits them better,” 
Warren said. “I hope we can help 
them make that decision.” 

Warren said the recently imple- 
mented math and English require- 
ments have not been in effect long 
enough to judge whether they are 
causing difficulties for prospective 
CSUS students. But, he said, “We 
have had more students apply this 
semester who were not eligible than 
we have had in the past. It is quite 
possible that some of the 400 students 
denied admission were unaware of

Months of planning and delibera 
tion ended on Oct. 10 when the 
academic senate established a sabbat- 
ical leave policy regarding professors 

The new sabbatical policy es 
tablishes the cntena for determining 
which professors will be granted 
leaves 

The policy, negotiated by the 
executive committee of the senate in 
consultation with the adminstration, 
will begin this year 

The policy calls for eligible 
faculty members to submit copres of 
their proposals to the Office of 
Faculty and Staff Affairs. Copies of 
the proposals are then sent to the 
Professional Leave Committee ( PLC), 
the professor's department and to the 
appropnate school dean 

The PLC will sort the sabbatical 
leave proposals into three categories 
proposals considered not accep- 
table, proposals that are judged to be 
meritorious, and proposals that are 
outstanding and exceptional 


Proposals that are outsanding and 
exceptional will be funded regardless 
of the professor's 
service at CSUS. Proposals that ar 
meritorious however will be ranked 


vears of 


according to the number of vears a 
professor has been at CSUS 


According to the policy, proposals 
should demonstrate that the provided 
leave time will produce results that 
are beneficial to students, to CSUS 
and the professor's field of study 

All leave proposals are eventually 
sent to CSUS President Donald 
Gerth, along with the recommenda- 
tions of the PLC. Comments from the 
school dean and the department 
involved are also submitted to the 
president. Based on the recommenda- 
tions of the PLC, Gerth will allocate 
sabbatical leaves. 

The process for determining sab- 
batical leaves, according to senate 
Chair Peter Shattuck, “has been as 
complete and thorough a process of 
consultation and debate as | can 
remember.” 


Humboldt Lumberjack Endorses Political Candidates

The newspaper at Humboldt State 
has decided to defy CSU policy and 
print political endorsements in the 
school newspaper 

Adam Truitt, editor of the Lum- 
berjack, sent a memo describing his 
intent to all CSU newspaper editors 
last week. He refuses to follow the 
litle V amendment outlined by CSU 
trustees in 1976 in its Committee on 
Educational! Policy. Title V “prohibits 
a student newspaper, supported by 
auxiliary organization funds, from 
supporting or opposing any candidate 
for public Office or any issue before 


the voters.” 

Truitt called Title V “a flat contra- 
diction, We are guaranteed free press 
by the U.S. Constitution and the state 
constitution. We intend to make full 
use of our freedom of the press 
rights,” he said 

The Lumberjack recerves tive per- 
cent of its operating budget from the 
Humboldt association students 
group, but does not fear any repri- 
mands from the group or the CSU 
system. 

“Arcata is 10 miles north of 
Eureka. It is a small town of 12,000 
people, 6,500 of which are students,” 
he said. “That's almost a majority 


student population. The rest of the 
town is employed by Humboldt 
Sute.” 

“We serve the community. We 
do a lot of reporting on local issues; 
why shouldn't we make endorse- 
ments,"’ said Truitt. He said that 
section of Title V should be re- 
examined and deleted altogether 

Truitt outlined his action in a letter 
sent to the CSU Board of Trustees in 
Long Beach last Saturday, and has not 
received a reaction. He is not out to 
set any precedents, he said 

“I don’t think anybody's going to 
be harmed by this. I don't see how a + 
harm can come from a law that 


contradicts two higher authorities,” 
Truitt said. “The trustees are overrid- 
ing the laws provided in the consititu- 
tions. But the Lumberjack has a stand 
it wants to take.” 

Reaction to the Lumberjack’s 
stand varied at other CSU campuses 

“We're a college newspaper, and 
these issues (on the ballot) affect 
students,” said Nancy Jennings, 
editor of the CSU Hayward Pioneer 
“We do support Humboldt’s editors 
We've been running politic, editor 
tals and havea't received any negative 
reaction Let them try and stop us 
from running political endorsements. 
The most that could happen is we'd 


get 4 slap on the wrists,” she said 

Rachel Gordon, editor of the San 
Francisco State Gator, said her paper 
cannot run political endorsements. 

“We represent the facts and let the 
reader make up his own mind. We 
did a spread called Election "84 on 
Oct. 30, and based the opinions 
expressed on a campus poll we took,” 
she said, One hundred students served 
as the basis of the poll. 

The faculty advisor of the CSU 
Fullerton Titan, Jay Berman, said the 
students are not qualified to make 
endorsements.

Anuette Laing doesn’t want people to chink she is representative of the 

British population. She has definite views on Amencan politics, the lack of 
{ Student activism in the States and even feels iioic at home in Sacramento 
than in her home of Stevenage, England, a town 30 miles north of London 

Laing, a CSUS sophomore majoring in journalism. first came to 
Sacramento during the 1981-82 school year as a foreign exchange student 
with the American Fieid Service (AFS). “When | found out I was going to 
America, | asked to be sent to the East Coast or the Midwest, anywhere but 
Califorma,” said Laing . 

During her year as an AFS student at Sacramento High School, Laing’s 
major preconceptions of America and California were erased. “I thought 
the school system would be an absolute joke and | expected to breeze 
through. I had no idea any of 1t would be challenging. | learned a lot and by 
working on the high school paper my writing improved 200 percent. It was 
also the first time I enjoyed going to classes,” she said

Laing was also worried about the high crime rate in California. “I 
thought I'd be real paranoid about guns,” she said, stating a statistic that in 
one year Los Angeles had 360 murders while in Manchester, England, a city 
of comparable population, there were only 15 murders. “The crime rate 
doesn't bother me as much, but I’m still safety conscious.” 

After her year as an AFS student was over, Laing returned to England to 
finish her education, and came back to the States in 1983 to enroll at CSUS 
“I didn’t apply to any universities in England because you only take one 
subject and there are no undergraduate programs offered in journalism,” she 
said 

Laing feels that this lack of journalistic training accounts for the poor 
quality of much of the British press. “Journalists in England are terrible. In 
England, the only training a journalist gets is on the job.” 

Another factor in Laing’s decision to attend college in America 1s her 
interest in the country. “I feel more at home here than in England.” And 
although Laing has no family in the States, she does have a surrogate family 
“I've been adopted by so many people, | go and hive with them during 
vacations. They're more than just friends, it’s a large extended family.” 

Although Laing never went to coege in England che bas noted some 
differences between Amencan and British «lege © ute 41 OSU'S. she’s 
amazed at the number of totally carec)-orenied people {ts kind of sad that 
in 15 years we can go from studen activism to <fedents only oncerned 
about what fratermity they'll get mic Rrinsh college dents have stiyed the 
same, sort of career onented and sort of radical.” 

Drinking alcohol 1s easier for students in Engiand than in the States 
“The legal age is 18, but in Briuan there are no picture UIDs, so the barman 
has to guess your age. Drinking is much less of a deai in England than itis 
here,” she said. 

She has also become aware of the difference of outlook between 
Americans and British. “The British are so cynical. It pervades the whole 
culture. Americans are much more optimistic and I really like that.” 

Laing has yet to be disappointed in her stay in America. “I've always 
thought a lot of America. I'm here because it’s a great country. It’s the only 
country in the world with such an incredible freedom of speech. England | 
isn’t that free.” 

Most of all, Laing doesn’t want people to think that she represents the 
British people. “If I get nasty, | don’t want people to think that all Brits are 
nasty. The only person I represent is myself.”
